Commentary: 

Gordon Campbell's BC Liberals are sinking like a stone. The opposition BC NDP has taken an 8.5% 
lead over the government party. This///- after the mainstream press persisted in claiming the BC 
Liberals were 10-14% ahead of the BC NDP only six weeks ago (when ROBBINS was calling it even). 
I told you so--. When Campbell came back from the 2008 Summer Olympics and mused that the 
problem with the 45% raises for senior bureaucrats was related more to the timing of the announcement 
(as he left on a private jet {not Con-Air} for Beijing — than to the huge increase in salaries — British 
Columbians everywhere said "Pardon?" 

The Premier's attitude and his words confirmed what British Columbians have been stewing about for 
some time — the Premier doesn't get it — and now he has to go. Canadian voters, in particular British 
Columbians — as they relate to this poll — will be very patient with a politician — but once the levy breaks 
against you — good-bye. 

This ROBBINS poll of British Columbians confirms what we have been saying for years now: British 
Columbia has one of— //if not the most corrupt political systems anywhere in the free world. BC politics 
provides a telling reminder of why the Americans have a second amendment — the right to carry 
firearms — when government is this corrupt, when rules are made for some — but not all-when laws are 
broken or circumnavigated and not applied equally — when private property rights are non existent-when 
the Legislature and the Courts are corrupt and when a majority of the public knows this — but also knows 
there is "nothing they can do": "ya get rid of one — the one replacing it is no better". When government 
can do as it pleases — you have the makings for a nightmare— democracy — that is Beautiful British 
Columbia — crooked to the core. 

When you can't trust elected people, the courts or the cops — you need to do something and fast to 
correct confidence. Mainstream press and pollsters were artificially holding the BC Liberals 10% ahead 
in order to facilitate fund-raising and other — to ensure the BC Liberal treasury had plenty of money. 
Campbell believed his inflated polling numbers — and lost (the rest) of his mind — than — after colluding 
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with the press to increase his treasury — turned around and brought in gag laws related to third party 
election spending which would lessen the mainstream news and advertising participation in the 
corporate largesse. After that, Carbon tax, 45% raises to senior bureaucrats, riding in fancy private jets 
as BC 'party boy' to China — arriving back home and responding to reporters like he's been enveloped 
in an opium pit for three weeks — and this is what you get. A slippery slope to the bottom for the BC 
Liberals. 

The new reality is that the BC Liberals under Campbell are toast. Or are they? Will the mainstream 
press and Campbell Liberal caucus find a reason to bring Gordo back? How's this: Allegedly voracious 
reader Campbell re-discovers Doctor Seuss's book (and we all know doctors don't lie) "Green Eggs and 
Ham" ( reads it cover to cover) and allocates $40 million to promote green eggs and ham for families to 
increase awareness for all things green. Education minister Shirley Bond loves the idea and insists that 
all children K-12 spend 2 hours every day working on diarizing their green eggs and ham experience. 
The mainstream press will coo "Campbell loves to read books — and this idea is one that has arrived", 
they will say. Later this will be used in a Family Guy episode. 

Is Gordon Campbell getting ready to take over the Liberal Party of Canada should Stephane Dion fail? 
But wait — Campbell traveled on a private jet to Beijing, and Dion who is hoping to play up his party's 
financial poverty as an election strategy — pity— is traveling by bus for the first week of the general 
federal election. Is this a carbon footprint ploy or has Dion lost his head over the Green Shake — rattle 
and roll. 

Who is the real Mr. Greenjeans out of these two Liberals — Gordon Campbell or Stephane Dion-two 
brothers from the same mother? Both Colin Hansen (BC Liberal finance minister, and Michael 
Ignatieff — federal Liberal Deputy leader— likely next leader of the federal Liberals-will be wearing bags 
over their head in the coming weeks) — {unless} the Conservative Party of Canada keeps bragging 
about how much money it has raised. (The number of people who have contacted us who have donated 
to the Conservative Party of Canada and who have received up to a dozen requests for more-and who 
aren't too pleased— is worth noting). 

Even if the BC Conservatives (@5%) can't make the grade, there isn't enough support from both 
elements of the alleged 'coalition' parties, namely the BC Liberals and the BC Conservatives to equal 
the current popular support for the BC NDP, notwithstanding the fact that BC Liberals require a 3% lead 
over the NDP anyhow to maintain even a slight majority. (BC Liberals @35% plus BC Conservatives

male) said they could not answer (or continue the poll) once they heard Campbell's name in relation to 
the senior bureaucrat raises in question #2. Are these Campbell supporters by stealth or are they too 
ashamed to answer hard questions after they have just indicated their support for Campbell? 

Respondents throughout the province overwhelmingly oppose recent large raise increases for senior 
bureaucrats, particularly when minimum wage and other wages are so low. 

A $10 minimum wage is coming for certain so you 'junk' dealers and others living fat off slave wages 
may want to re-tool those2009 budgets. 
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An overwhelming majority of respondents are of the opinion that Campbell should roll back these f 
increases but there is a minority who say "what's done is done" and others who say "no, that might help 
Campbell. . .and I don't want that". From every angle Gordon Campbell is set to fall. Will this be the 
end of Gordon Campbell — in politics?

The problem for the BC Liberals going forward is that they may be decimated — not just beaten 
politically— particularly after Campbell has dished out big cash to senior 

This is why salting 
polls for public relations purposes can create larger problems than ever anticipated for mainstream 
interests. 

In any event, the bottom has fallen out of support for the BC Liberal government and there doesn't 
appear to be a way back — legitimately. (Remember ROBBINS found hundreds of uncounted ballots in 
2005 — specifically relating to the Burquitlara riding that BC NDP Bart Healey barely lost to BC Liberal

Further, if Campbell -doesn't hold a fall sitting of the BC Legislature — these numbers will continue to 
drop as British Columbians pile on the 'hate Campbell' caboose, continuing to call him 'lazy' and 'party 
boy' — with more demands from the public to see if he and his cronies have feathered their nests from 
development kick-backs or insider information 

on — 'say' — development along rapid transit routes (and other). That becomes the sense of it — when 
politicians loose touch, voters start to wonder why the politicians appear to be so content to be out of 
touch — and that makes the public begin to more seriously suspect corruption, bribes and kick-backs, 
certainly a much more aggressive sentiment toward elected authority in the province. 

Do the police care about political corruption or do they as the Marxists have asserted for years, run 
interference for elites while the theft goes on? 

Currently, there is no support for the 1996 BC Liberal argument of 'do you want the BC NDP back 
in'? — certainly not after the BC Liberals have had 2 terms. 

The Premier's only hope is to call a by-election in Vancouver Fairview to replace former BC NDP 
Gregor Robertson (now running for Vancouver mayor) — which the Premier must call by some time in 
December 2008 AND to replace two term BC Libera! 'champ' Lome Mayencourt, a very capable 
minister who has left to run in one of the most exciting federal races in British Columbia. Because one 
of these Vancouver by-elections is in the city of Vancouver, and erstwhile BC Conservative leader Wilf 
Hanni has pledged to run in one of them, the Premier will be in the position- even if he loses — that by- 
election — and if the BC Conservatives do poorly — for he and his friends in the Vancouver media to say 
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the BC Conservatives are not a factor provincially — (because the BC Conservatives are not expected to 
do nearly as well in Vancouver as they do in the North and Interior of the province). Campbell's ability 
is strengthened by the fact that now the BC Conservatives must field another candidate in Mayencourt's 
riding of Vancouver Burrard — both away games for the BC Conservatives. 

However the BC Conservatives finally get some stage. The bar is set low — they need 2.5% or better in 
both ridings to get a foothold, a toe hold with the press, A result like this, however humble — will 
translate into 6.25% provincially in real support. A Stephen Harper federal win underneath would bring 
potential numbers in the mid-teens IF the BC Conservatives get more organizational troops prior to the 
spring 09 general provincial election in BC. However, if BC Conservatives don't run two candidates in 
the Vancouver by-elections and/or don't achieve those aforementioned totals in one riding and/or are 
less than one-half of a per cent in voter outcome in either by-election — they have little future as a bona 
fide party at this time — but could still play spoiler in the May general election owing to their double 
digit popularity in many ridings in the north and interior — where 'anti-Campbellism' is growing by 
leaps and bounds. 

Peter Ladner the NPA's — BC Liberal surrogate of sorts — opposing Gregor Robertson the NDP 
surrogate of sorts — for Mayor of BC (ooops sorry that's Campbell) will run a close race — he is more 
popular in Vancouver than Campbell is by a country mile. If he wins or comes close this may 
ameliorate Campbell's downward spiral in popular support. A Gregor Robertson win— also helps 
alleviate downward pressure on BC Liberals as Robertson is a proponent of housing development for the 
poor and other social measures and may also mitigate the hate, vitriol and other derision BC voters are 
expressing for Gordon Campbell right now. (Right now — the funk show brother). 

At ROBBINS — there is some giggling go on— (well actually we're pissing our pants laughing) but that 
will soon change as we move to our NO COUNTRY FOR OLD GLEN mode over the weeks and 
months to the provincial election-slicing, hacking and pulverizing politicians and faceless bureaucrats — 
and others to our hearts content — particularly now that we have discovered how weak the system is — it 
makes us even stronger. 

If the Vancouver Fairview by-election is held subsequent to the civic election (and after all of the others 
mentioned) going into Christmas — Campbell may end up going into the 

New Year in slightly better shape than his low to mid 30' s score not by anything successful he has 
accomplished, not because of any positive work ethic, not because of any fundamental affirmative 
changes he has made, but because everyone is so busy, distracted, or burnt out — and the press may still 
be pumping out propaganda to keep him relevant. What's the choices — 77 seats for the BC NDP? 

In addition, voters in places like Coquitlam where bureaucrats there have sneakily — like thieves 
in the night- — added an additional $800,000 to salaries and where unsuspecting taxpayers will 
confront a bloated budget two weeks after the civic election (how shifty is that) — which is already 
etched in stone — will be so busy lynching incumbents in 

municipal elections, or screaming they have been duped — or wandering around aimlessly — 
because the local papers allocate more resources and effort covering up local administrators 

crimes and misdemeanors amidst the chaos Campbell's faltering utility as a leader — front 

man for corporations may — may not be the exclusive centre piece to the shrine of lousy 
government it currently is. 

(Right now — as I write this — Coquitlam developers are knowingly and with malice aforethought 
dumping toxins directly into the Hyde Creek river — a (recovering) fish bearing stream that runs 
from Coquitlam to Port Coquitlam — thanks for ruining the rivers scumbags).

Senator wants to stop Alaskan gas exports to 
Japan

WASHINGTON, Sept 9 (Reuters) - A U.S. senator has asked the Energy Department to revoke a recent order 
authorizing energy companies to continue exporting liquefied natural gas from Alaska to Japan and other 
Pacific Rim markets. 

The department approved a request this summer from ConocoPhillips and Marathon Oil for authority to export up to 
98.1 billion cubic feet of natural gas to Japan and other Pacific Rim countries through March 20 1 1 . 
The super-cooled LNG would be shipped from the LNG export terminal in Kenai, Alaska. 

However, Democratic Sen. Ron Wyden of Oregon said that with Americans forecast tp pay 22 percent more for natural 

gas to heat their homes this winter, those Alaskan supplies need to stay in the U.S. market. 

The administration is trying to have it both ways - arguing that we need to drill everywhere because we don't have 

adequate energy supplies, while finding that we have so much energy that big oil companies can export it overseas and 

keep prices here at home higher than they would otherwise be," Wyden wrote in a letter to U.S. Energy Secretary Sam 

Bodman. 

The senator said there are new LNG import terminals along the West Coast that could receive the LNG. 

The amount of Alaskan LNG that would be exported is enough to heat 1.4 million American homes a year, according to 

Wyden. 

Under federal law, any company that wants to export LNG must first obtain Energy Department permission to ensure 
the export would not harm U.S. energy supplies. The department has said allowing the LNG exports to continue "will 
not be Inconsistent with the public interest." 

"It is hard to see how the department concluded that the proposed export of Alaskan natural gas met the required 
public interest test with regard to either Alaskan or lower-48 energy needs," Wyden said. 
Officials at the Energy Department were not immediately available to comment. 

LNG is natural gas altered for transportation aboard special tankers. When cooled to minus 259 degrees Fahrenheit 
(minus 162 Celsius), the gas changes into liquid and shrinks to less than t /600th of its original volume.

MMS is soliciting input from interested and affected parties on whether to begin a new 5-year Outer Continental 
Shelf Oil and Gas Leasing Program for mid-2010 to mid-2015. The current 5-year program covers July 2007 
through June 2012.

Governor Patin, 

At the Partners for Affordable Energy roundtable held in Anchorage at the Hotel Captain Cook 
on August 5, 2008, 1 briefly talked to you about the potential benefits that Adak could possibly 
offer the State of Alaska in regards to fuel storage. Adak has the capacity to store up to 20 
million gallons of fuel. Presently, the City of Adak is in a crisis situation. 

On June 30 th the Aleut Corporation received news from the City of Adak that they were nearly 

out of fuel to operate the City's diesel power generators. On Tuesday July 2 nd , the City began 
power rationing by shutting down the power plant for periods of time to conserve fuel for critical 
activities. 

For some time, our fueling subsidiary Aleut Enterprise, LLC (AE, LLC) has been working with 
the City of Adak in an attempt to avoid this type of situation, with no success. The City of Adak 
still owed AE, LLC about $320K for fuel on July 2 nd 2008. The Aleut Corporation has a 
responsibility to over 3500 shareholders and its resources (financial and operational) are 
limited, so simply continuing to extend the City's credit uncapped and purchasing more fuel 
with monies that belong to all of our shareholders is not a decision we could make. However, 
allowing the residents and businesses to go without power for large blocks of time each day 
was not acceptable either. So, the Ateut Corporation worked out a temporary agreement with 
the City to continue to supply fuel for the power utility for a period of 60 days. We have been 
helping the City explore alternatives that may lead to a long-term solution that ensures the 
City's ability to generate power and our ability to get paid for fuel on Adak without success. 

On September 2 nd , the temporary fueling agreement with the City of Adak expired without a 
longer-term solution in place. AE, LLC has continued working with the City in an attempt to 
find a lasting solution. Part of the temporary agreement involved attempts to collect funds 
owed to the City by the local fish processor on Adak. Adak Fisheries has not been able to pay 
their bills this year due primarily to the predatory business practices of the Seattle-based 
Trident Seafood's Company who targeted the Adak Cod fishery and reduced the rural 
community on-shore processor's most recent harvest by 80%. With no money to collect, the 
City of Adak now owes AE, LLC more than $525,000. AE, LLC can no longer afford to carry 
this heavy debt for the City. The City of Adak is now power rationing once again and will be 
completely out of fuel by Sunday, September 14, 2008. 

As if being cold and in the dark isn't hard enough, the Deputy Commissioner of Aviation & 
Airports, Christine Kline was nice enough to notify us today, Friday, September 12 that the 
FAA will be closing the Adak airport due to the lack of reliable power to their computer 
systems. 

Closing the airport will stop all travel and delivery of supplies to the community. They will run 
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critically low of provisions within a short period of time and will have no way off the island 
without the scheduled EAS (essential air service). No flights will also cut off access to external 
medical treatment and medivac flights, as already happened earlier this week for a suspected 
stroke victim. Without power and heat, the school will be closed and the electric powered 
sewer lift stations will not function. 

The City of Adak is in an emergency situation and needs help beyond what we can provide 
locally. They need help from the State of Alaska to survive. 

The City lacks leadership and needs immediate assistance to facilitate coordination between 
various State and Federal agencies that may be able to help provide grant money and / or 
loans to buy fuel. The City needs to bridge the next 3 to 4 months while they complete the 
sale of their utility to a new group who can better manage and fund the power generation. 
Your office's assistance would be a great service to this vulnerable, rural community. Please 
help them.

Governor Palin's comments came in response to a Minerals Management Service (MMS) proposal 
that would allow offshore oil and gas platforms to be utilized for aquaculture. The Governor 
outlined several specific concerns, including: 

• Marketplace confusion about Alaska's healthy, wild seafood resulting in lost fisheries value to the 
state; 

• Disease and parasite transmission; 

• Escapes/releases of farmed fish possibly leading to colonization by non-native fish species and

The state of Alaska has consistently requested that authorization of offshore aquaculture be 
considered only after establishing comprehensive biological and socio-economic baselines that will 
allow for a meaningful evaluation of its effects. The proposed rule does not include such 
provisions. 

In a letter to Secretary of the Interior Dirk Kempthorne, Governor Palin requested that offshore 

aquaculture be removed from a iist of authorized alternate rights-of-use for decommissioned 

platforms. In a separate letter, Governor Palin asked that the MMS schedule of public hearings in | 

coastal states on the proposed rule be expanded to include public hearings In Alaska, where the 

potential for expansion of oil and gas development activity is great. In addition to concerns about 

potential Impacts of offshore aquaculture, Governor Palin objected to MMS' regulatory authorization 

of offshore aquaculture when Congress is considering two bills authorizing such activity. 

"This issue is of such importance to our coastal economy and environment that it deserves a 

thorough and comprehensive review by Congress and should not be authorized through regulation 

by an agency whose primary expertise is energy, not management of marine resources," said 

Palin. I 

If Secretary Kempthorne were to move forward with a proposed rule change allowing aquaculture 
activities in offshore federal waters, Governor Palin urged him to prohibit farming of certain species 
such as salmon, halibut and black cod. She further asked the secretary to allow each individual 
state the ability to decide for itself whether aquaculture should occur in federal waters off its 
shores.

Federal Trade Commission, Department 
of Justice Issue Joint Statement on 
Certificate-of-Need Laws in Illinois 

Agencies Say CON Laws Undercut Consumer Choice, 
Stifle Innovation and 

Weaken Markets' Ability to Contain Health Care Costs 

In a joint statement to the Illinois Task Force on Health Planning Reform, the Federal Trade Commission and 
Department of Justice (DOJ) stated the agencies' position regarding certificate-of-need (CON) laws, saying that 
the laws undercut consumer choice, stifle innovation and weaken markets' ability to contain health care costs. 
Today's statement reiterates the agencies' ongoing efforts to promote competition in health care. 
State CON programs generally prevent firms from entering certain areas of the health care market unless they 
can demonstrate to state authorities that there is an unmet need for their services. The task force is considering 
eliminating or amending Illinois' CON requirements. The agencies were asked by the task force to present their 
views at a meeting to be held In Chicago on Sept. 15, 2008. 

FTC Chairman William Kovacic underscored the importance of health care competition, stating that, "The health 
care Industry provides us all with fundamental services at significant and vulnerable times. Vigorous competition 
can promote greater access to cost-effective, high-quality health care." 

In the joint statement, the agencies said that CON laws impede the efficient performance of health care markets 
by creating barriers to entry and expansion, to the detriment of health care competition and consumers. The 
statement describes economic research on the effects of CON laws, as well as some of the risks that CON laws 
can entail. For example, in addition to limiting entry, CON laws create opportunities for existing competitors to 
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exploit the CON process to thwart or delay new competition; they can facilitate anticompetitive agreements 

among providers; and the CON process itself may be susceptible to corruption. I 

"The Antitrust Division is committed to providing guidance on how to promote competition in the health care 

industry," said Thomas 0. Barnett, Assistant Attorney General in charge of the Department's Antitrust Division. 

"Competition in this important Industry benefits consumers by offering lower prices and better quality services." 

The joint statement also evaluates several arguments in support of CON laws, noting that the original cost-control 

reasons for CON laws no longer apply and that CON laws are an ineffective means to fund Indigent care. For 

these reasons, the agencies encourage members of the Illinois task force - as well as officials in other states that 

continue to require certificates of need - to consider whether such laws do more harm than good. i 

Today's statement is based on the agencies' extensive experience with CON taws. The agencies jointly conducted < 

hearings on issues in health care competition, Including CON laws, In 2003; those hearings, and related research, 

led to a 2004 report, Improving Health Care: A Dose of Competition, which observed that, "on balance, CON 

programs are not successful In containing health care costs, and that they pose serious anticompetitive risks that 

usually outweigh their purported economic benefits." Today's statement Is based on that report and more recent 

economic studies. Recently, the agencies have provided similar statements to the General Assembly and the 

Senate of the state of Georgia; the Committee on Health, Education and Social Services of the Alaska House of 

Representatives; and the Florida Senate Committee on Health and Human Services Appropriations. 

The Commission vote approving the joint statement was 4-0.

Agencies Say CON Laws Undercut Consumer 

Choice, Stifle Innovation and 

Weaken Markets' Ability to Contain Health Care 

Costs 

In a joint statement to the Illinois Task Force on Health Planning Reform, the Federal Trade Commission 
and Department of Justice (DOJ) stated the agencies' position regarding cerb'ficate-of-need (CON) laws, 
saying that the laws undercut consumer choice, stifle innovation and weaken markets' ability to contain 
health care costs. Today's statement reiterates the agencies' ongoing efforts to promote competition in 
health care. 

State CON programs generally prevent firms from entering certain areas of the health care market unless 
they can demonstrate to state authorities that there is an unmet need for their services. The task force is 
considering eliminating or amending Illinois' CON requirements. The agencies were asked by the task 
force to present their views at a meeting to be held in Chicago on Sept. 15, 2008. 
FTC Chairman William Kovacic underscored the importance of health care competition, stating that, "The 
health care Industry provides us all with fundamental services at significant and vulnerable times. 
Vigorous competition can promote greater access to cost-effectfve, high-quality health care." 
In the joint statement, the agencies said that CON laws impede the efficient performance of health care 
markets by creating barriers to entry and expansion, to the detriment of health care competition and 
consumers. The statement describes economic research on the effects of CON laws, as well as some of 
the risks that CON laws can entail. For example, in addition to limiting entry, CON laws create 
opportunities for existing competitors to exploit the CON process to thwart or delay new competition; 
they can facilitate anticompetitive agreements among providers; and the CON process itself may be 
susceptible to corruption. 

"The Antitrust Division is committed to providing guidance on how to promote competition in the health 
care industry," said Thomas 0. Barnett, Assistant Attorney General in charge of the Department's 
Antitrust Division. "Competition in this Important industry benefits consumers by offering tower prices 
and better quality services." 

The joint statement also evaluates several arguments in support of CON laws, noting that the original 
cost-control reasons for CON laws no longer apply and that CON taws are an ineffective means to fund 
indigent care. For these reasons, the agencies encourage members of the Illinois task force - as well as 
officials in other states that continue to require certificates of need - to consider whether such laws do 
more harm than good. 

Today's statement is based on the agencies' extensive experience with CON laws. The agencies jointly 
conducted hearings on issues in health care competition, including CON laws, in 2003; those hearings, 
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and related research, led to a 2004 report, Improving Health Care: A Dose of Competition, which 
observed that, "on balance, CON programs are not successful in containing health care costs, and that 
they pose serious anticompetitive risks that usually outweigh their purported economic benefits." Today's 
statement is based on that report and more recent economic studies. Recently, the agencies have 
provided similar statements to the Genera) Assembfy and the Senate of the state of Georgia; trie 
Committee on Health, Education and Social Services of the Alaska House of Representatives; and the 
Florida Senate Committee on Health and Human Services Appropriations. 
The Commission vote approvfng the joint statement was 4-0.

OPINION 

TASHIMA, Circuit Judge: 

Defendant-Appellee Federal Subsistence Board {"FSB" or 
"Board") administers the federal subsistence program at the 
heart of Title VIH of the Alaska National Interest Lands Con- 
servation Act ("ANILCA"), 16 U.S.C. §§ 3111-26. In 2005, 
the FSB granted residents of Chistochina, a rural community 
in Southeast Alaska, a Customary and Traditional use deter- 
mination ("C & T determination") for moose throughout 
Game Management Unit ("GMU") 12. The C & T determina- 
tion permits Chistochina residents to harvest moose in GMU 
12 under federal subsistence hunting regulations, which are 
more permissive than state hunting regulations. 

Plaintiff-Appellant the State of Alaska ("Alaska") chal- 
lenged the C & T determination in district court, contending 
that the FSB granted the determination in violation of the 
Administrative Procedure Act ("APA"), 5 U.S.C. 
§ 706(2)(A). The district court granted summary judgment in 
favor of Defendants-Appellees FSB, the Chairman of the 
FSB, the Secretary of the Interior, the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (together, "Federal Defendants"), and 
Defendant-Intervenors Cheesh-na Tribal Council, Chis- 
tochina's governing body, and Larry Sinyon, a Chistochina 
subsistence hunter ("Intervenors"). After a careful review of 
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the record, we find no reason to set aside the FSB's C & T 
determination. Because we may not substitute our own judg- 
ment for that of the FSB, see Arlington v. Daniels, 516 F3d 
1 1 06, 1 1 12 (9th Cir. 2008) (citing Citizens to Preserve Over- 
ton Park, Inc. v. Votpe, 401 U.S. 402, 416 (1971), overruled 
on other grounds by Calif ano v. Sanders, 430 U.S. 99, 105 
(1977)), we affirm. 

h ANILCA 



Congress enacted ANILCA to further two ends. The first is: 

to preserve unrivaled scenic and geological values 
associated with natural landscapes; to provide for the 
maintenance of sound populations of, and habitat 
for, wildlife species of inestimable value to the citi- 
zens of Alaska and the Nation . . . ; to preserve in 
their natural state extensive unaltered arctic tundra, 
boreal forest, and coastal rainforest ecosystems; to 
protect the resources related to subsistence needs; to 
protect and preserve historic and archeological sites, 
rivers, and lands, and to preserve wilderness 
resource values and related recreational opportuni- 
ties . . . ; and to maintain opportunities for scientific 
research and undisturbed ecosystems. 

16 U.S.C. § 3101(b). The second, in order though not in prior- 
ity, is "to provide the opportunity for rural residents engaged 
in a subsistence way of life to continue to do so." Id. 
§ 3101(c). 

In Title VIII of ANILCA, Congress sought to protect the 
subsistence way of life in the face of Alaska's growing popu- 
lation and the resultant pressure on fish and wildlife popula- 
tions, and created a subsistence management and use 
program. Id. § 311 1(3). The program grants a priority to sub- 
sistence use of resources, providing: "the taking on public 
lands of fish and wildlife for nonwasteful subsistence uses

shall be accorded priority over the taking on such lands of fish 
and wildlife for other purposes." Id. § 3114. Congress autho- 
rized the Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of Agri- 
culture (together, the "Secretaries") to promulgate regulations 
in furtherance of AKELCA's directives. 1 Id. § 3124. 

The regulations establish a Federal Subsistence Manage- 
ment Program for all federal lands in Alaska. 50 C.F.R. 
§ 100. V . The Secretaries created and charged the FSB with the 
"responsibility for administering the subsistence taking and 
uses of fish and wildlife on public lands." Id. § 100.10(a). In 
the course of its administration, the FSB "[d]etermine[s] 
which rural Alaska areas or communities have customary and 
traditional subsistence uses of specific fish and wildlife popu- 
lations." Id. § 100.10(d)(4)(iii). To assist in these C & T 
determinations, the FSB establishes Regional Advisory Coun- 
cils ("RACs"), which oversee subsistence resource regions 
and receive input from rural communities regarding subsis- 
tence uses in their regions. Id.. § 100.1 1(a). The RACs may 
evaluate C & T determination proposals, Id. § 100.1 l(c)(xi), 
and recommend to the FSB that it grant or deny a particular 
C & T determination, Id. § 100.1 1(c)(viii). See also 16 U.S.C. 
§31 15(a). 

The FSB codifies C & T determinations at 50 C.F.R. 
§ 100.24. Those communities with C & T determinations for 
particular fish stock or wildlife populations may take 1 them 
within the GMU, 1 or portion of a GMU, for which they have 



i Tha Secretaries promulgated identical regulations, codified at 50 
CFJL, pt. 100, and 36 C J.R., pt 242. For the sake of simplicity, we cite 
to the regulations promulgated by the Secretary of the Interior at SO 
C.F.R., pt. 100 throughout. 

^'Take or taking as used with respect to fish or wildlife, means to pur- 
sue, hunt, shoot, trap, net, capture, collect, kill, harm, or attempt to engage 
in any such conduct" 50 CJFJL § 100.4. 

^The regulations divide Alaska irjto twenty-six GMUs. 50 C.F.R. 
g 100.4. The GMUs are codified in the State of Alaska hunting and trap- 
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a C & T determination pursuant to the federal subsistence 
hunting regulations found at 50 C.F.R. §§ 100.25-.28. 

II. Facts and Procedural History 

Chistochina is a rural community located in GMU 13C, a 
subunit of GMU 13, that borders GMUs 1 1 and 12. According 
to the 2000 Census, the community boasts ninety-three resi- 
dents in thirty-seven households. GMU 12, the primary GMU 
at issue in this case, covers approximately 10,000 square miles.'* 
Federal public lands, including the Tetlin National Wildlife 
Refuge and the Wrangell — St. Elias National Park and Pre- 
serve, comprise fifty-nine percent of GMU 12. State lands 
occupy approximately forty percent of the land. Less than one 
percent of the land is privately owned. 

In 2004, the Cheesh-na Tribal Council, Chistochina's gov- 
erning body, submitted a C & T determination proposal to the 
FSB. At the time of the proposal, there existed C & T deter- 
minations for moose within three areas of GMU 12: 

(A) south of a line from Noyes Mountain, southeast 
of the confluence of Tatschunda Creek to Nabesna 
River. 



ping reguiations. Id.; Alaska Admin. Code tit 5, § 92.450. Alaska imple- 
mented ANILCA through state law until the Supreme Court of Alaska 
held that providing a subsistence priority for rural Alaskans, to the exclu- 
sion of other Alaskans, violated the Alaska Constitution. See McDowell v. 
State, 785 P.2d 1, 9 (Alaska 1989). The Secretaries then assumed respon- 
sibility for the implementation and administration of ANILCA, and incor- 
porated the GMU scheme into the federal regulations. See 50 CFJR. 
§ 100.4. 

*"Game Management Unit 12 consists of the Tanana River drainage 
upstream from the Robertson River, including all drainages into the east 
bank of the Robertson River, and the White River drainage in Alaska, but 
excluding the Ladue River drainage[.l" Alaska Admin. Code tit 5,

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(B) east of the Nabesna River and Nabesna Glacier, 
south of the Winter Trail from Pickerel Lake to the 
Canadian Border. 

(C) remainder. 5 

50 C.F.R. § 100.24(a)(1) (2004). Chistochina was included in 
the C & T determination for moose within area A but not 
areas B and C. Id. In the 2004 proposal, the Cheesh-na Tribal 
' Council asked the FSB to grant Chistochina a C & T determi- 
nation for moose within areas B and C on the ground that 
Chistochina residents "customarily and traditionally hunted 
moose throughout Unit 12." In support of this claim, the 
Council represented that Chistochina residents had taken 
moose in "[a]ll areas east of the Nabesna river and south of 
the River Trail. This includes, but is not limited to rivers, 
lakes, and creeks in the Chisana area , . . and in the White 
River area." 

The Office of Subsistence Management ("OSM") prepared 
an analysis of the proposal, which it forwarded to the South- 
central RAC and the Eastern Interior RAC* After reviewing 
the proposal and hearing testimony, both RACs recommended 
granting a C & T determination for moose to Chistochina 
members throughout GMU 12. The FSB, during a public 
hearing, considered the proposal along with the OSM analy- 
sis, the recommendations of the RACs, and a positive recom' 
mendation from the Interagency Staff Committee of the OSM 
("Staff Committee"). A representative from the Alaska 
Department of Fish and Game was the only party to express 



•These three sections of GMU 12 are not formal subunits as are, for 
example, GMU 13 A-D. During the C & T determination process the FSB 
referred to the three areas as areas A-C. For the sake of simplicity, we fol- 
low suit. 

'Both RACs reviewed the proposal because Chistochina is within the 
purview of the Southcentral RAC, but GMU 12 is within the purview of 
the Eastern Interior RAC. 
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any reservations. He asked the FSB to limit the C & T deter- 
mination, averring that the Chistochina residents had only 
shown use of moose in portions of areas B and C and not 
throughout areas B and C. The FSB approved the proposal as 
submitted, granting Chistochina residents a C & T determina- 
tion for moose in areas B and C of GMU 12. 

Alaska requested reconsideration pursuant to 50 C.F.R. 
§ 100.20(b), contending that historical and cultural data 
showed that Chistochina members harvested moose only in 
2,500 square miles of GMU 12. Alaska proposed granting 
Chistochina a C & T determination for moose in the following 
area: "that portion [of GMU 12] that includes the drainage of 
the Nabesna River upstream from the mouth of Lick Creek, 
and the area south of and including the Pickerel Lake Winter 
Trail from Lick Creek to the Chisana River." The proposed 
area occupies area A, the eastern third of area B, and a small 
portion of area C bordering the Nabesna Road, Nabesna 
River, and Pickerel Lake. 

The FSB denied the request for reconsideration, and Alaska 
filed the instant action, contending that in granting the C & T 
determination, the FSB violated the APA/ The Cheesh-na 
Tribal Council and Shvyon intervened shortly thereafter. On 
cross-motions for summary judgment, the district court 
granted summary judgment in favor of all Defendants. Alaska 
timely appeals. 

III. Jurisdiction and Standard of Review 

We have jurisdiction pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1291. We 



'Alaska initially contended that the C & T determination violated 
ANILCA as well. The district court, however, held that Alaska lacked pru- 
dential standing to being the claim because ANILCA only permits parties 
"aggrieved by a failure ... to provide for the priority for subsistence uses" 
to bring suit. 16 U.S.C. § 31 17(a). Alaska does not pursue its ANILCA 
claim on appeal. 
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review de novo the district court's determination on summary 
judgment that the FSB complied with ANILCA and its imple- 
menting regulations. See Or. Natural Desert Ass 'n v. Bureau 
of Land Mgmt, 531 F.3d 1114, 1130 (9th Cir. 2008). We 
must "hold unlawful and set aside" any agency action that is 
"arbitrary, capricious, an abuse of discretion, or otherwise not 
in accordance with law." 5 U.S.C. § 706(2). 

"[W]e may not defer to an agency decision that 'is without 
substantial basis in fact' " Sierra Club v. EPA, 346 F.3d 955, 
961 (9th Crr.), amended by 352 F.3d 1186 (9m Cir. 2003) 
(quoting Fed Power Comm 'n v. Fla. Power & Light Co., 404 
U.S. 453, 463 (1972)). Thus, our "inquiry into the facts is to 
be searching and careful." Citizens to Preserve Overton Park, 
401 U.S. at 41 6. Our ultimate posture, however, is deferential; 
we will uphold an agency's action if the agency " 'articu- 
late[d] a rational connection between the facts found and the 
choice made.* " Sierra Club, 346 F.3d at 961 (quoting Ariz, 
Cattle Growers' Ass'n v. U.S. Fish & Wildlife, 273 F.3d 1229, 
1236 (9th Cir. 2001)). 

We will find an agency action arbitrary and capricious if: 

"the agency has relied on factors which Congress has 
not intended it to consider, entirely failed to consider 
an important aspect of the problem, offered an expla- 
nation for its decision that runs counter to the evi- 
dence before the agency, or is so implausible that it 
could not be ascribed to a difference in view or the 
product of agency expertise." 

Ctr. for Biological Diversity v. Nat 'I Highway Traffic Safety 
Admin., 2008 WL 3822966, at *14 (9th Cir. Aug. 18, 2008) 
(quoting Motor Vehicle Mfrs. Ass'n v. State Farm Mut. Auto. 
Ins. Co., 463 U.S. 29, 43 (1983)). While we may not fabricate 
a rational basis for an agency's action, we will " 'uphold a 
decision of less than ideal clarity if the agency's path may 
reasonably be discerned.' " Motor Vehicle Mjrs. Ass'n, 463 
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U.S. at 43 (quoting Bowman Tramp,, Inc. v. Arkansas-Best 
Freight Sys., Inc., 419 U.S. 281, 286 (1974)). 

IV. Discussion 

A, The FSB's fact-finding with respect to Chistochina's 
subsistence use of moose in GM U 12 was supported 
by substantial evidence. 

[1J While Alaska argues vociferously that the FSB's fact 
finding was not supported by substantial evidence, the dis- 
agreements between the parties are ultimately legal, and not 
factual, in nature. Alaska concedes that the record supports a 
finding that Chistochina residents took moose for subsistence 
use in "that portion of [GMU 12] that includes the drainage 
of the Nabesna River upstream from the mouth of Lick Creek, 
and the area south of and including the Pickerel Lake Winter 
Trail from Lick Creek to the Chisana River." This area 
includes all of area A, more than a third of area B, and a small 
portion of area C and covers approximately 2,500 square 
miles of GMU 12.' 

[2] When making the relevant C & T determination, the 
FSB did not find that Chistochina residents took moose 
throughout all 10,000 square miles of GMU 12. Rather, it 
found that Chistochina residents took moose in each of the 
three areas within GMU 12.* Finding go factual dispute 



'indeed, the record contains sufficient evidence that Chistochina resi- 
dents have historically and traditionally taken moose in this area, Chis- 
tochina residents descended from members of a native Alaskan group that 
hunted near Chisana in area B and Nabesna in area C. Moose harvest data 
support moose taking by Chistochina residents near Pickerel Lake and east 
of the Nabesna River in area C between 1964 and 1984. 

•The Cheesh-na Tribal Council and Sinyon contend that there is sub- 
stantial evidence to support a finding that Chistochina residents took 
moose throughout all 10,000 square miles of GMU 12. The record does 
not support such a finding, but, more importantly, the FSB did not so find. 
We may not uphold an agency decision based on facts on which the 
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between the parties, we hold that the FSB's fact finding was 
supported by substantial evidence. 

B. The FSB properly considered specific moose 
populations. 

Alaska further contends that the FSB's C & T determina- 
tion was arbitrary and capricious because the FSB failed to 
consider a relevant factor, namely specific moose populations 
within GMU 12. The Federal Defendants contend that the 
FSB needed only to consider Chistochina residents' subsis- 
tence use of the moose species because "population" is synon- 
ymous with "species." 

[3J Federal Defendants contend that their interpretation of 
"population" is due deference under Chevron U.SA. Inc. v. 
Natural Res. Def. Council, Inc., 467 U.S. 837, 843 (1984). 10 
An official, legally binding interpretation, is entitled to Chev- 
ron deference. Miranda Aharado v. Gonzales, 449 F.3d 915, 
922 (9th Cir. 2006) ("[T]he precedential value of an agency 
action [is] the essential factor in determining whether Chev- 
ron deference is appropriate."). We afford Skidmore 11 defer- 
ence to official agency interpretations without the force of 
law. Tablada v. Thomas, 533 F.3d S00, 806 (9th Cir. 2008) 
(citing United States v. Mead Corp., 533 U.S. 218, 228, 234 
(2001)) (affording Skidmore deference to a Bureau of Prisons 
Program Statement, which formalized the agency's official 
interpretation of a statute). 

[4] Federal Defendants have not interpreted "population" as 



agency did not rely. Arlington, 516 F.3d at 1 1 13 {"Post hoc explanations 
of agency action by appellate counsel cannot substitute for the agency's 
own articulation of the basis for its decision.") (citing Fed. Power

synonymous with "species" in any legally-binding regulation 
or in any official agency interpretation of the regulation. 
Rather, this interpretation appears to be purely a litigation 
position, developed during the course of the present case. As 
such, we owe the interpretation no deference. United States v. 
Trident Seafoods Corp., 60 F.3d 556, 559 (9th Cir. 1995) 
("No deference is owed when an agency has not formulated 
an official interpretation of its regulation, but is merely 
advancing a litigation position."). We do not afford Chevron 
or Skidmore deference to litigation positions unmoored from 
any official agency interpretation because " 'Congress has 
delegated to the administrative official and not to appellate 
counsel the responsibility fOT elaborating and enforcing statu- 
tory commands.' " Bowen v. Georgetown Univ. Hosp., 488 
U.S. 204, 212 (1988) (quoting Jnv. Co. Inst. v. Camp, 401 
U.S. 617, 628 (1971)). 

f5J When making a C & T determination, the FSB must 
"determine which fish stocks and wildlife populations have 
been customarily and traditionally used for subsistence." 50 
C.F.R. § 100.16(a). Additionally, the regulations provide that 
the C & T determination "shall identify the specific communi- 
ty's or area's use of specific fish stocks and wildlife popula- 
tions." Id. 

[6] "Population" and "species," as used in 50 C.F.R. 
§ 100.16(a), are not synonymous. The regulations define "fish 
and wildlife," as opposed to "fish stocks and wildlife popula- 
tions," broadly as "any member of the animal kingdom." Id. 
§ 100.4. The regulations also frequently refer to fish and wild- 
life without the limiting nouns "stock" and "population." See, 
e g-> Id. § 100.7(a) ("You may not use fish or wildlife or their 
parts, taken pursuant to the regulations in this part, unless pro- 
vided for in this part."). In one definition, the regulations even 
use the two terms in conjunction: "Conservation of healthy 
populations offish and wildlife means the maintenance offish 
and wildlife resources ... in a condition that . . . minimizes 
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the Likelihood of irreversible or long-term adverse effects 
upon such populations and species." Id. § 100.4. 

[7] The addition of the terms "stock" and "population" in 
50 C.F.R. § 100.16(a) denotes a group smaller than a species. 
Specifically, the regulation directs the FSB to identify a com- 
munity's use of "specific fish stocks and wildlife popula- 
tions." Id. (emphasis added). In order for the FSB to have 
considered the relevant factors when making the C & T deter- 
mination, the FSB must have considered Chistochina's subsis- 
tence use of specific moose populations, and not 
Chistochina's use of moose in general. 

[8] Although we disagree with Federal Defendants' inter- 
pretation of "population," we conclude that, in this case, the 
FSB properly considered specific moose populations by con- 
sidering Chistochina's historical and traditional taking of 
moose for subsistence use within GMU 12, areas B and C. 
Under 50 C.F.R. § 100.16(a), C & T determinations should 
"identify the specific corrrmunity's or area's use of specific 
fish stocks and wildlife populations." The C & T determina- 
tions for moose in GMU 12 identified three specific moose 
populations, those in the three areas within GMU 12: 

(A) south of a line from Noyes Mountain, southeast 
of the confluence of Tatschunda Creek to Nabesna 
River. 

(B) east of the Nabesna River and Nabesna Glacier, 
south of the Winter Trail from Pickerel Lake to the 
Canadian Border. 

(C) remainder. 

Id. § 10024(a)(1) (2004). Thus, for all C & T determinations 
for moose within GMU 12 prior to 2004, the FSB considered 
the moose populations within these three specific areas." 



"The boundaries for the C & T determinations for moose within GMU 
12 were revised in 2007. 50 C.F.R. 5 100.24(a)(1) (2007). We express no 
opinion on the reason for or effect of the revision. 
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Because the FSB considered whether Chistochina took moose 
for subsistence use in each of these three areas when making 
the instant C & T determination, the FSB properly considered 
specific moose populations as directed by Id.. § 100.16(a). 

C. The FSB's decision to add Chistochina to the already- 
delineated C & T determination areas for moose 
within CMU 12 was not arbitrary and capricious. 

Alaska further contends that the FSB's decision to grant 
Chistochina residents a C & T determination for moose 
throughout GMU 12 was arbitrary and capricious because the 
facts only support historical moose harvesting in 2,500 square 
miles of GMU 12. w Rather than simply adding Chistochina 
residents to areas B and C in the already-existing C & T deter- 
minations for moose in GMU 12, Alaska argues that the FSB 
should have delineated a new area, one that corresponds more 
closely to the approximately 2,500 square miles in which 
Chistochina residents have traditionally taken moose. 

Federal Defendants first contend that the FSB properly 
extended Chistochina' s C & T determination for moose to the 
whole of GMU 12 because the Board, in its discretion, may 
grant a C & T determination for a species in any area as long 
as the cornnrunity requesting the determination can demon- 
strate subsistence use of that species anywhere. In other 
words, Federal Defendants contend that neither AN1LCA nor 
its implementing regulations require the FSB to limit C & T 



"Alaska mischaracterizes the C & T determination as covering the 
entire 10,000 square miles of GMU 12. The regulations provide that the 
C & T determinations only apply to federal lands. 50 CF.R. § 100.24(a) 
("[R]ural Alaska residents of the listed communities, areas, and individu- 
als have customary and traditional use of the specified species on Federal 
public land in the specified areas."). Thus, the relevant C & T determina- 
tion includes only the approximately 5,900 square miles of federal lands 
within GMU 12. 
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determinations to the area in which a community has demon- 
strated subsistence use. 1,1 

[9] We find no merit to this argument. The regulations 
clearly tie C & T determinations to the specific locations in 
which wildlife populations have been taken. Federal Defen- 
dants contend that the definitions of "subsistence use" in 
ANILCA and "customary and traditional use" in the regula- 
tions do not tie such uses to geography. ANILCA provides: 

[TJhe term "subsistence uses" means the customary 
and traditional uses by rural Alaska residents of 
wild, renewable resources for direct personal or fam- 
ily consumption as food, shelter, fuel, clothing, tools, 
or transportation; for the making and selling of hand- 
icraft articles out of nonedible byproducts offish and 
wildlife resources taken for personal or family con- 
sumption; for barter, or sharing for personal or fam- 
ily consumption; and for customary trade. 

16 U.S.C. § 3113, The regulations further define "customary 
and traditional use" as "a long-established, consistent pattern 
of use, incorporating beliefs and customs which have been 
transmitted from generation to generation. This use plays an 
important role in the economy of the community." SO C.F.R. 
§ 100.4. 

II 0] While these definitions do not directly tie subsistence 
or C & T use to a particular location, each C & T determina- 
tion must be tied to a specific community or area and a spe- 
cific wildlife population. The regulations provide: "[C & T] 
determinations shall identify the specific community's or 
area's use of specific fish stocks and wildlife populations." Id. 



"Federal Defendants first adopted this argument in the course of the 
instant action; it is not supported by any official agency interpretation. 
Accordingly, we decline to defer to this interpretation of ANILCA and its 
implementing regulations. See Part IV.B, supra. 
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§ 100.16(a). Specific communities and areas and specific fish 
stocks and wildlife populations are, by definition, limited to 
specific geographic areas. The regulation that lists the C & T 
determinations further provides: "The [FSB] has determined 
that rural Alaska residents of the listed communities, areas, 
and individuals have customary and traditional use of the 
specified species on Federal public land in the specified 
areas" Id. § 10024(a) (emphasis added). A C & T determina- 
tion is not a determination that a community or area has used 
a species for subsistence purposes. Rather, a C & T determi- 
nation is a determination that a community or area has taken 
a species for subsistence use within a specific area. 

[11J Additionally, the eight-factor analysis that the FSB is 
directed to apply when considering a community's use of a 
specific wildlife population requires the FSB to consider the 
geographic reach of the community and the community's use 
activities. The eight factors are: 

(1) A long-term consistent pattern of use, excluding 
interruptions beyond the control of the community or 
area; 

(2) A pattern of use recurring in specific seasons for 
many years; 

(3) A pattern of use consisting of methods and 
means of harvest which are characterized by effi- 
ciency and economy of effort and cost, conditioned 
by local characteristics; 

(4) The consistent harvest and use of fish or wildlife 
as related to past methods and means of taking; near, 
or reasonably accessible from, the community or 
area; 

(5) A means of handling, preparing, preserving, and 
storing fish or wildlife which has been traditionally 
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used by past generations, including consideration of 
alteration of past practices due to recent technologi- 
cal advances, where appropriate; 

(6) A pattern of use which includes the handing 
down of knowledge of fishing and hunting skills, 
values, and lore from generation to generation; 

(7) A pattern of use in which the harvest is shared or 
distributed within a definable community of persons; 
and 

(8) A pattern of use which relates to reliance upon a 
wide diversity of fish and wildlife resources of the 
area and which provides substantial cultural, eco- 
nomic, social, and nutritional elements to the com- 
munity or area. 

Id. § 100.16(b). Factors (l)-(3) and (6)-(8) refer to a "pattern 
of use." This use is not the use of a species in general. Rather, 
the "use" is the "community's or area's use of specific fish 
stocks and wildlife populations," as specified in subsection 
(a). Id. § 100.16(a)." Thus, six of the eight factors direct the 
FSB to consider use relative to a specific wildlife population 
or fish stock, and, by extension, relative to the geographic 
reach of that population or stock. Geographic limitations to 
the C & T determination are also explicit in factor (4), which 
directs the FSB to consider "ft]he consistent harvest and use 
offish or wildlife . . . near, or reasonably accessible from, the 
community or area." Id. § 100.16(b)(4). 

[12] Federal Defendants further contend that requiring a 
geographic basis for a C & T determination works at cross 
purposes with AMLCA because ANILCA was enacted to 



1s We note also, however, that a community's or area's use of a species 
in general may be relevant to that community's or area's use of a specific 
population of that species. 
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protect the subsistence lifestyle enjoyed by rural Alaskans, 
not to limit subsistence use to the traditional reach of those 
rural communities. We do not find this argument convincing. 
As we noted previously, ANILCA serves a dual purpose: pro- 
tecting and preserving the subsistence lifestyle and protecting 
and preserving wildlife. 16 US.C. § 3101(b)-(c). Granting C 
& T determinations that are limited to the areas in which com- 
munities have traditionally harvested a resource serves both 
purposes. The geographic limitation protects the subsistence 
activities traditionally practiced by rural Alaskans and pro- 
tects species by ensuring that only those communities that 
have traditionally taken from a population are given a priority 
to do so in the future. 

(13] In fact, the alternative proposed by Federal Defendants 
would give the FSB the discretion to grant a rural community 
a state-wide C & T determination for a species as long as that 
community could demonstrate a subsistence use of that spe- 
cies. There is no support in ANILCA or its implementing reg- 
ulations for such unfettered discretion. Moreover, the 
resulting pressures on fish and wildlife could threaten the con- 
tinued viability of specific fish stock and wildlife populations 
and the communities that depend on those populations for 
subsistence use. Thus, we conclude that the FSB's decision to 
grant Chistochina a C & T determination for moose in areas 
B and C of GMU 12 cannot be supported simply by a finding 
that Chistochina residents used moose for subsistence pur- 
poses. 

Prior to this litigation, the FSB surely agreed. The FSB's 
analysis of Chistochina's proposal focused entirely on 
whether Chistochina residents took moose within areas B and 
C of GMU 12. The proposal template used by Chistochina, 
and created by the FSB, directs an applicant for a C & T 
determination to describe where the resource in question has 
been harvested. The staff analysis recommended granting the 
C & T determination because the facts demonstrated "that res- 
idents of Chistochina have used moose in [areas B and C] 
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since the late 19th century." Indeed, if the FSB simply needed 
to find that the Chistochina community had a C & T use of 
moose anywhere in order to extend Chistochina' s C & T 
determination to all of GMU 12, no deliberative process 
would have been necessary. Chistochina already had a C & T 
determination for moose in GMU 12 area A and GMUs 11 
and 13. The record shows that the entire purpose of the C & 
T determination process was to determine whether Chis- 
tochina residents demonstrated C & T use of moose within 
aieas B and C of GMU 12. If the FSB had not so found, we 
doubt that it would have granted Chistochina residents a C & 
T determination for moose in those areas. 

[14] Federal Defendants further contend that the FSB's 
line-drawing decision was not arbitrary and capricious 
because it was rationally based on administrative conve- 
nience. Although a representative from the Alaska Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game proposed a narrower C & T 
determination, the FSB declined to create a new C & T deter- 
mination area within GMU 12 for Chistochina because a new 
area would provide "no additional benefit to management." 
The Staff Committee recommendation explained the use of 
both whole units and subdivisions by explaining that differ- 
ences in classification "reflect differences in the intensity of 
management required for either biological conservation or 
allocation purposes." Further, in response to Alaska's request 
for reconsideration, the FSB pointed out that Alaska had pre- 
viously "discouraged the Board from subdividing units so as 
to avoid creating a patchwork of customary and traditional 
use determinations," and argued that using established units 
would be clearer to the public than providing individual maps 
for individual C & T determinations. 

[15J While the FSB did not explicitly state what it consid- 
ered the benefit to management, we can reasonably discern 
the benefit from the record. If the FSB had to restrict every 
C & T determination to the precise area in which a rural com- 
munity had demonstrated C & T use of a wildlife population, 
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the C & T determinations would quickly become unmanage- 
able. For example, if the three C & T determination areas for 
moose within GMU 12 were replaced by a separate C & T 
determination area for each rural community within GMU 12, 
GMU 13, GMU 11 norm of the sixty-second parallel, Dot 
Lake, Healy Lake, and Chickaloon 1 * there could easily be a 
dozen or more unique C & T determinations for GMU 12 
alone. Multiply the effect of those C & T determinations by 
the number of GMUs in Alaska — twenty-six — and it is 
readily apparent that such a system would soon be very diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to manage. Thus, we conclude that the 
FSB's determination that there exists a benefit to management 
to limiting the number of C & T determination areas within 
GMU 12 provided an additional rational basis for the FSB's 
decision." 

D. The C & T determination does not violate ANILCA's 
limitations and savings clause. 

ANILCA contains a limitations and savings clause that pro- 
vides, in relevant part; 

Nothing in this subchapter shall be construed as — 



'"These are the communities that currently enjoy a C & T determination 
for moose within some portion of GMU 12. 50 C.F.R. § 100.24(a)(1) 
(2007). 

"Alaska further contends that administrative convenience cannot pro- 
vide a basis for the broader C & T determination because the determina- 
tion infringes on state sovereignty. Alaska avers that it had to further 
restrict moose hunting on state lands in GMU 12 due to the added pressure 
on (he resource from Chistochina subsistence hunters. Alaska's argument 
fails because the federal C & T determinations only affect wildlife 
resources on federal lands, not state lands. While moose do not adhere to 
federal and state boundaries, federal regulation of wildlife on federal land 
does not encroach on Alaska's sovereignty. 
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(3) authorizing a restriction on the taking of fish and 
wildlife for nonsubsistence uses on the public lands 
(other than national parks and park monuments) 
unless necessary for the conservation of healthy pop- 
ulations offish and wildlife . . . , to continue subsis- 
tence uses of such populations, or pursuant to other 
applicable law[.] 

16 U.S.C. §3125. Alaska contends that the instant C & T 
determination places restrictions on nonsubsistence taking 
because granting Chistochina residents a federal subsistence 
priority to take moose throughout GMU 12 increases moose 
taking and thus necessitates greater conservation efforts by 
the state. 

[16] State hunting regulations for GMU 12 promulgated 
after the C & T determination for Chistochina in areas A and 
B contained more restrictions than the regulations in place 
prior to the C & T determination." This fact, however, does 
not demonstrate that the C & T determination authorizes a 
restriction on the nonsubsistence use of moose in GMU 12. A 
C & T determination does not limit nonsubsistence use; it 
simply allows for subsistence use. ANDLCA's limitation pro- 
vision does not prevent the FSB from regulating subsistence 
use simply because a collateral effect of the regulation might 
cause a separate regulatory body to place restrictions on non- 
subsistence use. It only prohibits the agency itself from limit- 
ing nonsubsistence use. 



"For example, state regulations for the 2005-2006 hunting season 
restricted the moose take from August 24-28 to "one bull with spike-fork 
antlers or 50-inch antlers or antlers with 4 or more brow tines on one side" 
is "[t]hat portion drained by the Little Tok River upstream from and 
including the first eastern tributary from the headwaters of Tuck Creek." 
Alaska Admin. Code tit. 5, § 85-045 (2005). Regulations for the 2006- 
2007 bunting season tripled the area subject to this restriction. Alaska 
Admin. Code tit. 5, § 85.045 (2006) (applying the restriction on the same 
dates to "[fjhat portion in the Tok River drainage upstream from the Tok 
cutoff bridge"). 
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V. Conclusion 

[17] While we do not agree with several of the arguments 
advanced hy Federal Defendants, we ultimately conclude that 
the FSB's decision to grant Chistochina residents a C & T 
determination for moose in GMU areas B and C was not "ar- 
bitrary and capricious, an abuse of discretion, or otherwise not 
in accordance with law" under the APA. 5 U.S.C. 
§ 706(2)(A). Deferring to the agency's decision, we affirm the 
district court's order granting summary judgment to all Defen- 
dants." 

The judgment of the district court is AFFIRMED.

NOAA: Cook Inlet Beluga Population Holds Steady from 2007 

The Cook Inlet beluga whale population has held steady from last year's count of 375 
animals, based on NOAA's Fisheries Service latest annual survey. 

NOAA's Fisheries Service scientists conducted aerial surveys in early June during fish 
migrations, when belugas concentrate near river mouths, including the Susitna and Little 
Susitna rivers, Knik Arm, and Chickaloon Bay. 

NOAA's Fisheries Service scientists flew over upper Cook Inlet on seven days between 
June 3 and 12, manually counting the belugas while taking photographs and video of the 
whales. 

Scientists later carefully examined the images to provide a more complete estimate of 
the total number of beluga whales in the inlet. 

When scientists reanalyzed the 2008 survey observations, the population estimate 
remained the same as last year — 375. 

In 2007, NOAA's Fisheries Service accepted a petition to list the Cook Inlet beluga 
population as endangered under the Endangered Species Act. A final determination following 
completion of the population status review is due in October. 

NOAA's Fisheries Service declared the Cook Inlet beluga population depleted in 2000 
under the Marine Mammal Protection Act The population, however, has not recovered as 
hoped. Alaska native groups have been allowed to hunt the whales under co-management 
agreements with NOAA's Fisheries Service, with restrictions on how many whales could be 
taken in a given year. Between 1999 and 2007, hunters took five beluga whales for subsistence 
in Cook Inlet, down from 308 between 1995 and 1998. There was no subsistence hunt for 
beluga whales in 2008. 

Cook Inlet belugas are one of five beluga populations recognized within U.S. waters. 
The others are Bristol Bay, eastern Bering Sea, eastern Chukchi Sea and Beaufort Sea.

Australia to Buy A$4 Billion Mortgages, Revive Market (Update2)

Sept. 26 (Bloomberg) ~ Australia will spend A$4 billion ($3.3 billion) buying residential mortgage- 
backed securities to revive a debt market frozen by the global credit crunch. 



The Australian Office of Financial Management will invest in two separate operations of as much as 
A$2 billion each, Treasurer Wayne Swan told reporters this afternoon in Canberra. 
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"We are doing this because the RMBS market has dried up as a consequence of difficulties in global 
financial markets," Swan said. "There is a world of difference between this development and what is 
being debated in the U.S." 

Mortgage bond sales have slumped 85 percent to A$2.5 billion a quarter since the middle of last year as 
international investors retreated from property lending after losses and writedowns from the U.S. 
subprime collapse swelled to $522 billion. That's crippled the ability of smaller banks including Bank of 
Queensland and Aussie Home Loans to make loans. 

Australian short-term funding costs surged this year to the highest since at least 1 999, based on the 
spread between interbank lending rates and government bonds. 

"It's an extraordinary response in extraordinary times," said Shane Oliver, head of investment strategy at 
AMP Capital Investors, which oversees $81 billion. "The move will provide extra funding, and may be 
an attempt to get funding costs down and apply further pressure on banks to pass on any rate cuts." 

AOFM Directions 

Swan said the government will issue "directions" to the AOFM — the government agency that manages 
the nation's debt -- and the Treasury Department will develop restrictions on who'll be able to use the 
securities and how much they can buy. That could take "a number of weeks" to sort out, Swan said. 

Small lenders, who would use the securities to provide mortgages, include Aussie Home Loans, Wizard 
Home Loans, Bendigo and Adelaide Bank Ltd. and Bank of Queensland. Such lenders don't have large 
deposits, like bank lenders, to fund their mortgages. 

"All smaller lenders have been unable to provide new mortgages at competitive rates for at least 12 
months," Aussie founder John Symond said in an interview from Sydney. "This will help address that 
shortage." 

The nation's one-month bank bill swap rate, which Australian banks typically use to determine yields on 
variable-rate loans, reached a 13-year high of 7.80 percent on June 1 1. It has since dropped to 7.4 
percent. 

The spread between one-year interbank rates and the one- year Australian government bond touched 
1.45 percentage point on March 10, based on Bloomberg data. The spread widened to 1.16 percentage 
points today, compared with 0.97 on Sept. 1 . 

Mike Smith , head of Australia & New Zealand Banking Group Ltd., signaled yesterday the nation's 
fourth-largest bank may not pass on to mortgage customers all of any potential central bank rate cuts 
when policy makers meet on Oct. 7. 

RBA Support 

The mortgage debt purchases, supported by the Reserve Bank, are intended to strengthen the nation's 
banking industry while ensuring that small banks can compete, Swan said. The nation's treasury 
department will administer the flow of funds and the investments are planned as temporary, Swan said. 

Swan said the package can't be compared with steps under consideration in the U.S. where negotiations 
are underway for a $700 billion rescue of the U.S. financial system. 
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The Americans are buying up bad debt to bail out a banking system that is in trouble," Swan said. L;
